Sqd/Lar.Swinden and Lt. McGovern 
described for us some of their im- 
‘oressions of the peoples and places 
where they had been stationed. The 
rapt attention and many questions 
asked them were indications of their 
interesting talks. 

Gerry's unexpected appearance 
(he had enly arrived the day before) 
was the occasion for much handshaking. 
His words of appreciation for letters, 
cards, cigs,etc., from the Associ- 
ation to the grads overseas made us 
think of the days ahead when the 
others will come back to a great 
welcome. 

The whole affair took on the 
appearance of "Old Home Week” as 
Clinton Davis '57, J.S.Cushing '38, 
Ivan Davison '58, and others whom we 
have missed from meetings of the 
last few years renewed acquaintances. 
Our specially invited guésts were the 
members of the graduating Class of 
'45, who turned out in good numbers. 

The first speaker was Mr.wWillie 
Woo, who though not a graduate of 
Sir George, is closely bound to us 
because of his coaching of our 


Basketball team (see Editor's Notes 
and Jottings). He told us something 

of China's economic and social state, 
as he observed them during the past 
cight years. When one hears of the 
conditions of poverty, and illiteracy 
which exist as Mr. ‘loo described them, 
we become more and more impressed with 
the fight the Chinese are able to make 
against the Japanese, and the enormous 
task facing the Chinese Government in 
raising the standard of living of its 
people.

The following proposal has been forwarded to the Executive by BELL 
Hamilton, '43. I+ was felt by the Executive that such a project. even if 
it may have to wait some time before realization, was well worth bringing 
to the attention of the membership at large now. 


Bill has suggested that the Association "might care to investigate 
the possibility of sponsoring a similar osublication (to that of Queen's 
University "Queen's Quarterly", "University of Toronto Quarterly" and the 
"Dalhousie Review") as a contribution to the cultural life of our Dominion 
and as a means of obtaining a more: widespread recognition of our institution". 


In commenting on the possible sources of material, Bill has mentioned, 
"No restrictions on possible sources, but contributions should be specially 
solicited from our own graduates. Any ssecial lectures to undergraduates 
or graduatss might be reproduced in the oublication." He goes on to say: 
"Possibly our sublication could follow ths avowed purposes of the present 
Alumni Seminar, and offer current viows and the discussion of current topics, 
at a level above the avorage newspaper end magazine and somewhat more simple 
than that suitable for advenced students in a special topic. In short, it 
is my opinion that the publication should appeal to college graduates, who 
wish to remain conversant with devclopmeats and thought in various fields."

H.C. "DON" BURTON *'40 


DON BURTON '40 was Mentioned in Despatches during January, 
1945, as follows: 


"The King has been graciously pleased 
to approve that Supervisor Don Burton 
be mentioned in recognition of gallant 
and distinguished service in Italy." 


Don joined the YMCA War Service Staff in Canada in. November, 
1940, procecding Overseas in September, 1941. He has held 
various positions Overseas, including that of Sports Super- 
visor for Corps Troops in the United Kingdom, Senior Super- 
visor for lst, Canadian Corps Troops in the U.K., and he has 
boon one of the Senior Supervisors serving with the Allied 
Army in Italy, since proceeding to the Mediterranean in 
November, 1945. 


It is aow five years since Don left S.G.W.C. corridors, and 
those who were at Sir George during his term at the College 
remember well the active part he took in all undergraduate 
activities. 


Don was closely associated with The Georgian, the Students’ 
Undergraduate Society, and the basketball teams of those years. 


In 1937-38 he was Assistant Managing Editor of The Georgian. 

In 1938-39 Don was both Editor of the paper, and Captain of the 
Georgian Basketball Team. The following year, Don was President 
of the $.U.S., Assistant Physical Director, and President of 
the Graduating Class. 


Again, congratulations, Don. Wwe would like to hear from you. 
During your years overseas, you must have had many interesting 
experiences you could tell us ~ your numerous friends over here. 
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( We know that you will want to read the following articié.,. It is 
the Dean's messags to the Class of '44, reproduced from the Year Book 
of the Class of '44 by permission of the Editor-in-Chief and the 
euthor. If you are like me, as you read this you will recall the 
Deen and his lectures, and how he tried to make us understand then, 
what we as grads of a few years, now understand so well...) 


"With the graduation of the Class of 1944 about fifty more people 
will join the two hundred who are alumni of the College. Soon you, 
like them, will be widely scattered. This may be the last opportunity 
I shall have of saying something to you. This is a solemn thought. 
DeQuincey says that, "ve never do anything, which we are accustomed to 
doing, consciously for the last time without a feeling of sadness." 
I presume that one element in the feeling of sadness is the wish that 
tho thing we wore cecustomed to doing had been better done. At least 
that is true of mv fecling in this situation. I wish that I had made the 
est of every opportunity I have had of speaking to you. 


"Ag I write this the world is holding its brcath. Perhaps by the 
time it is read (if it is read) mighty events will have taken place in 
the history of the world. No ons can foresee the result of the events 
of 1944, but that thoy will be truly terrific and far-reaching no one can 
doubt. 


"In these circumstances it is not to be wondered at if the individual 
young person finds himself or herself bewildered and uncertain. Some 
things, however, it seems to me, are clear. In the first place, the 
responsibility of able and educated young pcoople was never greater then 
it is now. If, in any sense, a new world is to be created this group 
must provide the leadership. On the other hand, if this new world is to 
be democratic, which is by no means certain, a new concept of leadership 
must prevail. We cannot produce « democratic world by the method of the 
dictator. I think that it was the Archbishop of Canterbury who said that 
if we go Nazi and win, it will be the same as if the Nazis win. 


"This new concept of leadership involves education, and not just 
education but a kind of educetion. You may have seen the cartoon showing 
two cell mates in a prison. One is saying to the other, ‘I'm going to 
study and improve myself, end when you're still a common thief 1'1l be 
an embegzler.' 


"Peopls can be marshalled and forced into a new order but it would 
not be 4 better order. Education, in its broadest sense, is the only 
means whereby the level of lifc of the whole community can be raised and 
civilization truly advanced. But education in the last analysis is self- 
education. iihat we do to end for ourselves is more important than what 
others do to and for us. 


"If graduating students forget all else that they have learned here 
I wish they would remember =nd act upon the precept that, ‘We become the 
kind of people we practise being.' Thore is no way of becoming the thing 
we truly want to become without the practice of such behaviour. We have 


(cont'd) 
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all heard from childhood that it is the little things in life which 
count. The surprising thing is that it is true. The practice of 
carrying out small responsibilities is the first step. If we could 
learn to do the little things we undertake to do, the world would 

be noticeably better already. 'Do the duty which lies nearest and 
the second duty will have already become clearer’. says Carlyle, and 
I can leave you with no better principle. 


"Farewell; and that your life may be a full and purposeful one 
is the sincere wish of your old friend,

SOME PROBLEMS OF RECOGNITION 
By George S.Tomkins, BeA. + '44 


"The problems associated with the recognition of Sir George Williams 
College have long beon the concern of many serious students in both 
divisions: of sur Institution. In discussing these problems, I cannot 
claim to make the aporoach of an expert on this subject. I am considering 
it from a lay point of view, if you will, with the idea in mind of en- 
lightening my fellow students to the best of my ability. My information 
is by no means complete, but, as far as it goes, it is accurate. 


"A+ the outset we should be perfectly clear as to what we mean by 
the term ‘recognition’. A great many students view it from the point of 
view of social prestige. To them, the College is carrying out its 
functions if their attendance seems to mect with widespread social 
approval. This is a very limited, and, to be quite candid, a very 
snobbish way of approaching the subject. I prefer to judge the extent 
of recognition of 'Sir George’ in terms of how the name of our College 
is accepted in business, professional, industrial and academic circles. 
To hear some students talk, one would think that the College is virtually 
unrecognized. Yet a consideration of the facts leads one to the inevitable 
conclusion that Sir George has, in its short life, achieved recognition 
to a phenomenal extent. 


"T+ is well to keep in mind my phrase ‘in its short life' for we 
are a very, very young Institution. The first class of two students 
graduated only eight years ago. At that time the College was, to quote 
Dr.Norris, at absolute zero with regard to "'recognition'. Yet by 1941 
no less than 31 of the 105 students who had graduated at that time had 
continued their education in the graduate faculties or professional 
schools of many Canadian and Amsrican Universities. Some of these 
Institutions have included such distinguished seats of learning as McGill 
University». University of Chicago, Columbia University, and 
Harvard University. Our’students were accepted on the 

(cont'd) 
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same basis as students from other colleges and universities. Wherever 
certain conditions were made prerequisite to graduate study, they were 
conditions which would have been imposed upon students from the general 
course of any other institution. Furthermore, few universities accept 
a higher proportion of their own graduates into courses for higher degrees 
than the proportion of our graduates who have proceeded to advanced study. 
Undergraduates of Sir George have transferr2d course credits to over 
thirty Canadian and American Institutions. The achievement of such wide- 
spread academic recognition has been accompanied by a steadily improving 
acceptance of our graduates in business and industry. As Dr.Norris has 
said, "Their competence has been the only proof required of the value of 
their degree or diploma.’ 


"What I have so far said is, I believe, sufficient proof of the wide 
extent of the recognition of our College. By now, most of the students 
who read this should be rid of some of their misconceptions. However, 
thers is another side to the picture and it is this other side, the cause 
of so much anxiety to many of us, which I now propose to subject toa 
critical scrutiny. 


"Theres are two important forms of academic recognition not as yet 
achieved. The College's degree is still not accepted for the purposes of 
the Bar Act of this Province or for the Provincial High School Teacher's 
Diploma. Before such recognition can be achieved certain legal forms must 
be observed including particularly the securing of a second 'charter' or 
special Act of Incorporation for the College alone, as distinct from the 
present charter which includes Sir George as ea part of the Y.M.C.A. The 
iImany public school teachers now attending hare are hopeful that this matter 
will be dealt . with at the earliest opportunity. Frankly, many of us, 
including myself, feel that the College has shown a great lack of energy 
and concern in handling this whole problem. We understand, however, that 
things are moving in this direction, and we realize that there are many 
factors in the situation of which we are unaware, but which tend to make 
progress slow. I now propose to deal with some of these. 


"Before we could be considered a University in the ordinary accepted 
sense, it would seem that our College would need to add at least one under- 
graduate and one graduate or professional faculty. In addition, we must 
have a much larger library than at present. It is obvious that before we 
can do any of these things we must have the much-hoped-for new building. 

To many, the problem of a new building represents the crux of all the 
mitters concerned with recognition. We shall then possess a dignity and 
esprit de corps which is quite impossible in our present surroundings. 

We shall be able to add facilities that will raise Sir George to the stature 
of a University. There can be no doubt that when we enter our new home, 
powerful, if intengible, forces will be released that will aid us in securing 
every type of desired recognition, including that social recognition which 
many students seem to crave. It is encouraging to be told that those in 
charge of Sir George ars alreedy concerned about this matter. It must be 
placed high on the post-war agenda of all those interested in education in 
Montreal. 


"I have long felt that there are certain matters that usually come 
under the heading of 'discipline' which serve as militating factors in 
(cont'd) 
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securing the fullest possible recognition of Sir George. Students, 
particularly those in the evening division, do not wish to be treated 

like grade school children. Yet, there are certain measures of discipline 
which I believe should be imposed and which I am certain would be 
acceptable to the vast majority of my fellow students. Their imposition 
would increase the efficiency of the College's work and thus contribute 
directly to a fuller recognition of that work. A few of the measures I 
would suggest are as follows: ; 


"], There should be a limitation on the number of courses a student may 
take in a given year. (Strangely enough, such a regulation is in force in 
the day division where it would seem to be less necessary, whereas no such 
evovision exists in the evening division. } 


"2. No student should receive credit for any course unless he attends a 
prescribed minimum number of lectures. 


" Tt is ridiculous to argue that euch measures of discipline are too 
stringent for adults. Most adults like a little discipline and, frankly, 
I think that we have tolerated far too much laxity at Sir George in the 
past. This laxity has militated against our wider recognition, has 
provoked mich criticism outside of the College and has been unfair to the 
majority of our students who are serious and conscientious. The armed 
forces put up with a great deal more discipline than I am suggesting and, 
after all, they are certainly as adult as we students are. 


" In closing, I shculd like to stress what I said at the beginning - 
Sir George has achieved ;nenomenal recognition in a very short time. No 
student who considers the matter need experience the burden of an inferiority 
complex with regard to his Alma Mater. Hach one of us should be proud to 
be part of an Institvtion which is playing a magnificent and ever-increasing 
pert in the life of this City and this Nation. ‘Je should all be proud of 
a College which is blazing new trails in Canadian education. In the final 
analysis, recognition will come, as it has already come so far, through 
the performances of graduates in tho business, industrial. professional 
and academic fields. Let each one of us who graduates this year do his 
best to carry on the fine work of his predecessors in establishing the 
reputation of Sir George Williams College.

"One's first glimpse of the o 


sean at Nassau is a breathtaking experience. 
Paint brushes alone can do justice to its bea : 


uty. As I peered from the 
(cont'd) 
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aeroplane it appeared not water at all but a carpet of turquoise with 
patterns of vivid greens and blues. 'It can't possibly look like that 
from the ground' I said to myself. But it was all that, and more. Not 
only were the colours brilliantly beautiful but, surprise of surprises, 
at close inspection one could see clearly thirty and forty feet to the 
bottom! Then to add almost a superfluous touch one could distinguish 
many-hued tropical fishes swimming unconcernedly near shore as though 
they realized that ordinary methods of line end worm could never ensnare 
them. ; 


"Color is indecd a highlight in any reminiscences of the Bahamas. 
At every scason of the year there are flowers, vines and trees exotic in 
their garments of scarlet, red, purple, ysllow and pink. The Royal 
Poinciana looks as though a princess' cloak has been thrown across its 
flat top to orovide shade from the brilliance of the bluest of blue skies 
above. The Poinsetta, traditional Christmas flowsr, blooms’ in abundance 
throughout December as though to compensate for the lack of snow with 
which we northerners associste that festive season. Along the roadside 
the bougainvillen with its thick vine of purple and red flowers provides 
companionship in a lonely walk, end the sea beyond makes one wonder why 
so much breath-taking beauty should be concentrated in one small area. 
I often thought "The smallest part of all this taken from here would 
never be missed, but what a thrill to transplant it in a garden 'Up North’. 


"The native Bahamian contributes his share to the pattern of colour 
that is tho Bahamas. The women wear gaily-coloured dresses and adorn 
themselves with seashell jewellery and beautiful red hibiscus blooms. 
Zoot-suits, extremely smartly tailored in pastel shades of pink, turquoise, 
yellow. blue, purple, and sombre whites ar2 a sight that is irresistible, 
as the men parade the streets. 


"The quaint 'Yazzuh Bosst and 'No Mr.Boss Man' of the native servant 
was music to my ears. The maidservant who will, incidentally, wash and 
iron your clothes, prepare the meals and clean the house all for $1.00 a day 
is in addition an encyclopedia of folk-ways and mores. All Bahamians seem 
to belong to a 'Lodge' and cach member ow3s loyalty and friendship to all 
other members. When they die the Lodge turns out to the funeral, clad in 
white. The funeral procession usually has = brass band which is awe- 
inspiring in its mournfulness. 


"The fishing fleet which ties up alongside the market is a story in 
itself. Many of the fishing folk live on their boats which they have 
built themselves. They are splendidly constructed and can withstand almost 
anything but a hurricane. On board the boat will live not only the family 
but pigs, roosters, henSs, cats and dogs, and unfortunately, a quota of 
rats as well. The family probably consists of three to ten members. Of 
course each visit to Nassau is a red-letter day, end is well celebrated by 
the women with visits to their friends and relatives. in Nassau (everyone 
hes many, many relatives) while the men join their friends in the native 
bar, ‘Dirty Dick's' and ‘Sloppy Joe's of tourist fame being two of the 
better known. 


"But Nassau is not all 'native'. Ths Royal Victoria Hotel is a 
representative centre of social life for the white population in the colony. 
(cont'd) 
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There is no more charming place to dance and dine than on the 
terrace amid the palm trees on a moonlight night. It is the atmosphere 
of 1 fairy world, and every young woman feels like a princess enchanted, 
at the parties she attends there. The princes-charming play their part 
well, toot" 
British Guiana 

Aiter that visit, we leave the Bahamas and swing over to British 
Guiana. Norbert Schratz tells us about this place: 


"Travellers to British Guiana usually lend first at Georgetown, the 
capital and largess city with a population of 65,000. There one is 
immediately struck by the wealth and poverty lying side by side in this 
01d Fnglish colony. Large homes owned by wealthy residents are situated 
in the some block as the poorest of hovels. Also, the city is so small 
that there is very little distance separating the wealthy residential 
district from a slum area; The population of British Guiana is largely 
Negro West Indian and Hast Indian. However, there are large blocks of 
other races, the most important of which are English, Chinese and Portugese. 
The interior of the colony is inhabited chiefly by Indians. 


"English is spoken almost entirely, although eech nationality uses an 
accent and pronunciation peculiar to its aative tongue. The West Indian 
Negro is aluost impossible to understand when you first come in contact 
with him, but after a few weeks you have very little difficulty. The more 
educated they ars, of course, the easier they are to understand. Usually 
they have difficulty in understanding us also. 


"Thsre has been very much intermarriage between different reces in 
British Guiana with the result that there is a very great variety in the 
colours and shades of skin of the people, even in persons belonging to the 
same family. Fisiu and rice are the main food of the poorer class. Asa 
matter of fact they do not care for the food imported from abroad, and 
even the better-off Negroes prefer their own food while they spend the 
money they have thus saved by buying radios, refrigerators and automobiles. 
Many of the coloured people are very well educated and have established 
reputations for thsmselves throughout the West Indies. They are a part of 
the entire life of British Guiana. Several members are included on the 
elected Iegislative Council of the Colony. 


"The Negro has taken to American jive music as easily as the North 
American Negro. At almost all their dances, the floor is so crowded that 
it is almost impossible to move, yet they manage to jump around as much as 
our own jitterbugs. In the meantime, there is always a bar nearby whore 
peer, rum, and soft drinks are sold. Rum is the most popular drink. (Now how 
did this get in such a publication?- Gd.) and is usually drunk straight. 


"Jages are low in British Guiana, the basic wage being about 15¢ 
per hour. English and Canadian residents usually pay a maid or cook about 
10.00 a month and board and there are usually two or three servants in each 
home. The washers wash the clothes by rubbing soap on them and then beating 
the soav through with a flat board. Half of the buttons are missing when 
ths clothes are returned. 


"It gots very hot sround mid-day, esgecially in the dry season, although 
it is not unbearable. I+ does not rain continuously in the rainy season, but 
(cont'd) 
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it does rain heavy and often with the sun coming out after each rain. 


The houses are invariably built off.the ground due to the dampness of the 
climate. Probably all of the houses have ants, termites and cockroaches 
as they are very common. A dead cockroach must be picked up immediately 
or it will be covered with ants in a half an hour. Snakes are very 
common as soon as you get away from the larger towns. 


"Transportation in British Guiana is almost entirely by water. Punts 
and bateaux are used. There is also a boat made from a hollowed out tree 
trunk which is called a corial. At more important places on the rivers, 
ferrymen operate boats for a small charge. Every passenger, man, woman, 
and child takes an oar and quictly and with perrect timing rows to the other 
side of the river..." 


Thanks, Norbert, and now we make a long hop for a short stay in New- 
foundland. The following is from Vernon Bonyun, now a lieutenant and 
stationed nezr St.Johnts. Vernon must have misunderstood us for he only 
gave a very brief description of the country in one of his letters, - just 
a glimpse: 

NEWRY 

~——= "Rome has nothing on it for hills; they are pushed so close together 
that one is always climbing. Thet's the literal truth. Those hills are so 
steep thet the streets wander up at all angles, and this makes for all sorts 
of queer intersections. 


"As for the island, it's just as if a huge chunk of rock had been 
dropped into the ocean and surrounded by a lot of little pebbles for good 
measure. Because of its very grimness, the scenery along the coast is 
splendid. Sheer rocky cliffs rising straight out of the sea, with waves 
eternally dashing themselves into spray, and the wind howling without let-up. 
Here and there the odd cove sheltering a little fishing village with the 
cod spread out on lattice frameworks in the sun to dry. 


"The people themselves are quite romarkable, mostly descendants of the 
original Irish and Scotch settlers. Their houses are models of neatness, 
each one surrounded by a picket fence and the whole thing painted white and 
kept white by repeated coats cf paint. The fisherfolk and farmers by their 
axtreme hospitality seem to be trying to atone for the absolute grimness of 
their country. They're a cheery lot, and alweys greet you with 'G'marnin' 
or Ih arcyous

Hector is an Educational Officer with the Canadian Army in Belgium. 
The following excerpts give some idea of what the work involves: 


‘We shall be lecturing on school subjects and even teaching these 
subjects. I am now olenning = few lectures on Canadian economy, also Credit 
and Finance in everyday language. My sergeant is a Frenchman from Montreal 
and taught at Mont St.Louis College. -The boys who will be passing through

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those classes will be anxious to see home, most of them. It looks very 

much as if I shall have to run a school, organizing instructional staff, 

aud be planning my own soecial lectures. My batmen are even asking me to 
help them with their postwar planning and are quite serious about such things. 
One wants some help with algebra - eh me! 


"I have so far been able to arrange a showing of five films on Canada, 
a special classroom-for lectures 2nd school subjects, sports and games equip= 
ment, and hope to put a badminton court together in the gymnasium. All these 
things plus a lot of internal administration, have occurred yesterday and 
today. Although there will be many days ahead like these, I am sure that I 
shall like the work..." (Hector was in Engiend when he wrote the foregoing-Rd. )

nice long letter and we try to print as much of it as possible. In his 
opening words he thanked the Association for his cigarettss.etc. ) 


".ee. And now for my impressions as you asked for. By way of England,I have 


very fow, as I was hardly there long enough to turn around when I was on my 
wey to Italy. Ah, yes, italy. That is what they say in books, ~ ‘beautiful 
sunny Italy’. Well, so far I have run across no one with a good word for 

the country, so why should I start? Rain, mod, and filth, and plenty of it. 
Ah yes, 'tis wonderful to wake up and see your breath, struggle into about 
five layers of clothing and step outside into mud up to your ankles. And 
that is on the sidewalk. We won't msntion the roads or cther means of making 
your way about. 

"To get back to the beginning, I stepped off the boat at 2 certain port and 
w3 marehed with full-kit - I sort of limged along, being a little fellow - 
to a rendezvous for eats. This came in a can with a label M&V on it. JI will 
not describe the Army name for it. And thon off to the station for a trein 
ride to our bass. The first thing that struck me was the dirt and filth of 
the people. Everyone was begging and trying to open your knapsack as you 
marched along. Little kids and grown-ups as well were picking the bread 
crusts and any other discarded food up off the dirty streets. You couldn't 
leave anything sround ag they would steal it even as you were watching them. 
At the train my next syc~opener was the way everyone got on. If you think 
the trains are crowded in Cane &, it is e mere myth compared to over here. 
Apparently they collect no tickets, and men, women, and children were riding 
in the train, on the train, and even on the couplings. A carriage built for 
about fifty was on its way with about three hundred. 


"The towns have taken quite a beating. There are not many windows or 
doors left and in some towns very few buildings. Casgino had only one 
complete wall left in it. All southern Italy, and by that I mean from Rome 
down, is just a land of squalour and thieving rascals. From Rome North. 
they seem to be more like humen beings. 


“Was lucky cnough to spend five days in Rome on my way North. This is 
really a city of sights and history. Visited all the famous places such as 
the Vatican, the Catacombs, and the Coliseum, Forum,.and Pantheon. Also the 
Senate House where old Musso laid down all his big talk. Had a seat in his 
chair, but found it a little big. 

(cont'd) 
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"After that it was a trip over the mountains, first climbing up to 
the snow and slush covered tops 2nd then down to the mud again, finally 
reaching my unit in the fifth division. 


"In,one of the front cities I ran into Don Burton. With much 
rejoicing and recounting of the old days at Sir George we split a bottle 
of hair oil or something. Don is just the seme as ever and I. see him quite 
often. Hs was just recently mentioned in dispatches....”

Ken writes us from St.Boniface, Manitoba: 
"..ee. as for our own activities, Phyl and I have done some skiing on a few 
"Mole Hills" out here, but God only knows what we have used for snow. There 
is other skiing in Manitoba but the traing run out Saturday, and only 
return Mondsy.

"LUCKY" MEIER '43 
("Lucky ™ is now Mrs.Arum Foxman. She writes of some of her impressions 
of Austin, Texas, where she was married in December); 


"There was no snow, cf course, in fact I went swimming just a week 
before Xmas. In the morning I would go out into the backyard and pick two 
great big orangss off the tree to eat for breakfast. It was such a nice 
feeling. And one day I even hung far enough out of the bathroom window to 
get the last pear on a tree, but it was rotting, so I could not eat it. 


"It was very funny though, to walk down the main street and see a 
fellow in high~heeled boots, and a ten-gellon hat,with a kerchief around 
his neck, waddle, and I do mean waddle, out of a store, climb into a nice 
new car and drive away. I never would believe that the cattle people wore 
clothes like that but they do. I saw them. and every morning a couple of 
young fellows rode by our house on little pinto ponies.

The cows have horns that stretch about 6 (six) feet from 
tip to tip, so they aren't bragging too much when they call their 
cattle 'Texas longhorns'". 


Speaking of herself, Lucky says: "I am getting rather fed up with 
rubber and the chemistry that goes with it, although I guess I haven't 
been doing too badly,since I have been the first girl to attempt several 
of the tests and such like. 4nd they seam to place quite a bit of con- 
fidence in me. Naturally I am pleased, but I am getting fed up, and I 
think that this summer will find me back in Montreal.”
